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DEATH  OF  HIS  ROYAL  HIGIINESS  THE  DUKE  OF 

YORK. 

aboutone  o'clock  yesterday  morning,  the  following  official  account  of 
death  of  the  Duke  of  York  was  issued : —

He  was  President  of  the  Academy  of  Natural 
Science  at  Philadelphia;  and  has  not  only  transported  himself^ 
his  large  library,  his  extensive  collections  in  geology  and  mineralogy, 
and  his  scientific  apparatus,  to  New  Harmony,  but  haa  iivduoud  aeveral 
of  the  most  eminent  naturalists  in  America  to  do  the  same.  These  are 
now  roembera  of  the  education  society  ;  among  them  is  Peter-Neif,  the 
real  author  of  the  Pcstalojwjaii  system,  Pestalozzi  himself  being  no  more 
than  an  intelligent  patron.  Mr  Maclure  has  enabled  the  education 
society  to  purchase  of  Mr  Owen,  and  pay  for,  a  very  large  proportion 
of  the  buildings  and  lands  adjacent  to  the  town,  so  lljat  they  mny  he 
said  to  be  independent  of  Mr  Owen.

New  Harmony  was  blled  to  excess  in  about  a  month  from  the  thM 
the  Germans  quiiled  it,  upon  the  general  invitation  held  out  bv  Mr  Ow*n 
in  his  public  addresses.

In  less  than  a  month.  Tlie  ignorance  and  bad  passions  which  existed, 
were  most  annoying,  aud  required  all  tbe  ibrbdaranc^  whlc^  the  new 
system  inculcates,  in  its  highest  perfection.  Mr  Owen  had  this,  and 
performed  wonders,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will  ultimately  succeed;  though 
I  diffeafrom  him  (with  great  deference  he  it  said)  on  some  points  of  his 
conduct.  I  have,  however,  great  pleasure  in  statifig  iqy  coovrotion.  that 
the  new  system  is  striking  a  deep  root  at  Harmony  ;  and  that  no  rational 
doubts  can  be  entertained  of  its  permanency.

Tbb  long-expected  Opera  of  the  WIdU  Maid^  from  La  Dame  BUmck^ 
of  Boieloiev,  was  at  length  produced  at  this  house  on  Tuesday  last^ 
We  Deed  not  say  that  it  is  borrowed  from  the  Waverley  novels ;  hul 
we  apprehend  that  it  will  seriously  duturb  the  associations  of  thq 
British  readers,  by  mingling  the  persons  and  incidents  of  stories  of 
an  opposite  era  and  character.  This  defect,  which  was  perhaps  of 
DO  great  moment  in  France,  operates  very  dUadvantageou^y  nere^ 
where  the  personages  in  these  celebrated  pi^uctions  have  acquired  a 
species  of  historical  existence.  A  brief  sketch  of  the  plot  wUl  su£&ce : 
George  Brown  (Madame  Vesteis),  the  identical  ELarry  Bertram  of 
Gvy  Mannermgp  returns  to  bjs  own  country  a  young  officer  of  dra* 
goons,  after  having  been  kidnapped  in  his  infancy  by  his  father’s 
agent,  our  old  friend  Glomn^  arid  the  no  less  well-known  Meg  Merm 
rilies.  Instead  of  Henry  Bertram^  however,  we  are,  in  the  Drama,  to 
call  him  Julian  Avenel,  and  shift  a  portion  of  our  recollection  from 
Guy  Mannering  to  **  llie  Monastery."  At  the  opening  of  the  piece, 
the  nominal  Br^n,  unacquainted  with  his  origin,  but  retaining  some 
infant  recollections  of  his  early  home,  is  accidentally  led  into  the 
neighbourhood  of  what  ought  to  be  his  own  domain,  and  encounters 
a  peasant  group  assembled  to  attend  the  christening  of  the  child  of 
farmer  &uuly  M^Fhear  (G.  Pan  son  h  and  his  wife  Aik  (Miss 
Goward).  Claiming  the  hospitality  of  the  honest  farmer,  he  is  in* 
vited  to  become  godfather  to  the  infant,  which  invitation  he  accepts; 
a  mutual  confidence  ensuing,  he  tells  his  own  story,  while  the 
farmer  in  return  informs  him  of  the  supernatural  agency  of  the 
White  Maid  in  the'  afifairs  of  the  bouse  of  Avenel.  From  this 
account,  it  appears  that  the  farmer  himself  has  communion  with 
the  spirit,  who,  more  substantial  in  her  proceedings  than  is  usual 
with  beings  of  her  visioDaiy  class,  bad  made  him  a  present  of  2,0004 
as  the  price  of  an  engagement  to  obey  her  in  all  things.  He  addq, 
that  the  heir  of  Avenel  is  lost,  and  that  the  family  mansion  was  t^  1^ 
sold  the  next  morning,  and  is  likely  to  be  purchased  by  the  yilhuny 
ous  agent  Glouin,  A  letter  is  soon  afler  picked  up  w 
who,  to  his  great  dismay,  finds  it  a  summons  from  the  White.

constant 'reennence  become  tedious,  there  are  other  instances  in 
i  H  gives  good  scope  for  singers  who  can  perform  it  so  beauli- 
as  Signor  Zucchelli  and  Madame  Caradort.  The  former  is 
t  all  altered  since  his  last  appearance  in  England  ;  and  we  are 
of  it,  as  change  was  not  desirable.  He  was  always  ‘a  delightful 
Snished  anger;  and  the  smooth  and  graceful  manner  in  which 
lecutes  rapid  passages  reconciles  us  greatly  to  their  redundancy 
is  opera.  Madame  CaraUori  never  perhaps  appeared  to  ao 
I  ad^raatAgt ;  her  sweetness  of  voice  and  placid  expression  have 
e  mom  for  display.  She  sings  charmingly  in  tune;  and  had  she 
(lore  energy  as  an  actress,  and  more  physical  power  for  passages 
cularly  requiring  force,  she  would  rank  among  the  first  singers 
^ve  had.  These  qualities  she  can  scarcely  ever  attain,  but  she  may 
iest  content  with  the  charms  she  indisputably  possesses.  Signor 
)egni»  added  much  to  the  life  of  the  opera  by  his  drollery ;  we 
t  say  buffoonery,  but  beseems  to  feel  that  the  mawkish  cnarac- 
ff  Italian  operas  require  something  beyond  the  modesty  of  nature, 
^is  scene  in  female  disguise,  and  that  in  which  he  is  alternately  the 
mlly  and  the  coward,  much  enlivened  the  opera ;  and  his  cadence, 
mtermpted  by  fear,  with  the  diminuendo  at  the  close,  gradually  drop- 
^ng  into  a  faint  breathing,  were  touches  of  great  humour  and 
Originality. 

The  piece  is  injudiciously  interrupted  in  the  first  act  by  some  very 
uU  and  tedious  dances,  and  terminates  with  a  sort  of  stupid  ballet , 
bat  is  said  to  be  connected  with  it,  though  we  could  not  comprehend 
B  what  way.  The  stage  is  nearly  covered  with  soam  preposterously 
arge  gauze  lanlhoms,  in  which  a  number  of  miserable-lookingchildren 
occasionally  hop  about ;  but  for  the  most  part  ll^  sk  in  extremely 
ineasy  attitudes,  scratching  their  heads,  and  yawning,  from  weariness 
nd  the  discomfort  of  tlieir  positions.

DC.  28. — ^Tlia  diKussion  in  the  secret  committee  on  the  Address  in  the 
nber  of  Deputies  was  more  animated  and  furious  on  the  part  of  the 
ilbt  Opposition  than  on  Tuesday,  the  impression  left  on  the  minds 
te  generality  of  the  members,  and  communicated  by  them  to  the 
ic,  was  more  decidedly  pacific.  Tfiis  was  occasioned  by  the  firm 
resolute  tone  of  the  Ministers  in  favour  of  peace,  by  the  satisfactory 
snations  which  they  afforded  to  all  tha  reasonable  Royalists,  and  by 
food  sense  and  moderate  lan|i;uage  of  the  Liberal  opposition.  The 
Biry  had  been  charged  by  their  ultra  friends,  and  taunted  by  their 
al  adversaries,  with  having  adopted  e  new  policy,  to  answer  existing 
imstaneea— wiih  having  renounced  the  Holy  Alliance,  and  formed  a 
Y  league  with  Englend— and  with  thus,  from  a  vacillating  and  piisiU 
nous  spirit,  deserting  their  own  course  and  following  in  the  wake  of 
Soglish  Cabinet.  Both  the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  and  M.  de 
de  ioatified  tbemaelvet  from  these  imputations,  by  declaring  that 
hia  deeerted  no  ancient  alliaDoc,  and  formed  no  new  onei  tliat 


Great  Britain,  was  a  convention  purely  commercial.  M.  de  Bouville'a 
harangue  contained  a  vehement  attack  on  England,  as  the  enoourager  of 
rebellion  in  all  countries— the  asylum  for  the  disaffected  of  all  nations— 
the  supporter  of  the  American  insurgents,  and  the  protectrix  of  tho 
Spanisii  revolutionists.  He  was  answered  by  the  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs,  who  denied  that  England  encouraged  rebellion,  or  that  the 
English  Ministry  had  shown  any  disposition  to  endanger  ihelhroiwof 
Ferdinand  by  sending  home  the  constitutional  exiles.  The  Minister 
was  followed  by  M.  de  la  Bourdonnaye,  who  pronounced  a  strong  opinion 
against  the  policy  of  England,  or  the  alliance  of  France  with  ]^gUnd« 
to  support  the  new  charter  in  Portugal.  .This  charter  he  considered  aa 
the  work  of  the  EUiglish  Ministry,  introduced  into  Portugal  not  to  tup* 
port  English  influence  in  that  kingdom— for  English  influence  was  not 
threatened— but  lo  extend  the  power  of  England  into  Spain,  and  menaoo 
the  throne  of  Ferdinand,  that  he  might  be  compelled  to  consent  to  the 
independence  of  his  colonies.  The  following  is  the  passage  in  which 
this  notable  doctrine  is  announced  The  question  for  England  is,  not 
whether  she  shall  reign  in  a  part  of  the  Peninsula  :  she  aspires  to  domi¬ 
neer  over  the  wliole  of  it ;  and  if  she  was  not  under  the  necessity  of 
causing  a  revolution  to  establish  her  influence  at  Lisbon,  she  required 
one  to  agitate  Spain,  to  loosen  all  the  ties  of  obedience,  to  inspire  tha 
Government  with  terror,  and  extort  by  fear  what  she  could  not  obtain 
by  the  importunities  of  diplomacy— namely,  the  emancipation  of  America^ 
and  the  acquiescence  of  the  Monarch  in  making  important  modifioatiofw 
in  the  forms  of  his  Government.  For,  always  faithful  to  her  policy,  it  it 
by  changes  in  Constitutions  that  she  divides  and  weakens  nations,  to  esta¬ 
blish  more  easily  her  empire.”  Mr  Canning,  he  adds,  dares  to  threaten 
Europe  with  unchaining  against  her  peace  all  the  disaffected  |  but  it  is 
not  so  much  Europe  as  France  that  he  marks  out  for  these  calamities.  Ill 
reply  to  this  speeeh,  M.  de  Villele  derived  a  great  aid  from  the  violenca 
of  his  antagonist.  If  the  peace  of  Europe  was  to  be  troubled,  he  said,  it 
could  only  be  by  those  who,  like  the  Portuguese  rebels  and  their  advo¬ 
cates,  left  their  country,  because  it  improved  its  institutions,  and  returned 
to  it  in  armed  hostility.  He  then  declared  to  the  Chamber  the  perfect 
understanding  subsisting  among  the  Allied  Powers,  to  which  1  have 
alluded  above.  The  English  Ministry  had  no  other  course  to  take  but 
to  defend  their  ally  against  a  force  organised  in  a  foreign  country,  and 
breaking  in  upon  their  frontiers.  M.  de  Villele  was  followed  by  a  vio¬ 
lent  ultra,  of  the  name  of  Lezardiere,  who  complained  bitterly  of  Mr 
Canning's  speech,  and  accused  .the  English  Government  of  giving  occa¬ 
sion  to  the  disturbances  in  the  Peninsula.  The  most  important  discourse 
delivered  in  the  course  of  the  debate,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the 
Ministers,  was  that  of  M.  Petou,  the  mayor  of  Elbosuf,  wIk>  described  lo 
the  Chsmber  the  slate  of  depression  and  suffering  in  tlie  French  manu¬ 
facturing  districts.  M.  Petou  is  himself  a  manufacturer,  and  a  men  of 
great  business  and  capital.  Ha  stated,  •Mhat  thousands  of  manufac-

United  Stales,  upon  the  affairs  of  Southern  America,  took  place  at  a  period 
not  long  preceding  his  demise,  and  contributed  to  fix  that  course  of  oolicy 
which  leu  to  the  other  Governments  of  Europe  no  alternative  but  that  of 
sooner  or  later  recognizing  the  independence  of  our  Southern  nei|^hbot4rs, 
of  which  the  example  had,  by  the  United  States,  already  been  set. 

The  Emperor  Nicholas  is  stated  to  have  given  satisfactory  assurances  of 
being  animated  by  the  same  sentiments  as  those  of  his  predecessor  towards 

the  United  States.  .  .  l  j 

With  France  the  system  of  commercial  reciprocity  has  been  acted  upon, 
under  theprovisions  of  the  Convention  of  1822,  with  advantage  to  coni« 
merce.  The  President  laments  that  the  claims  of  citizens  of  the.  United 
States  upon  tbe  French  Government,  are  no  nearer  a  settlement  than  they 
were  last  year. 

With  the  Netherlands  an  arrangement  had  been  acted^  upon  for  lomo 
years,  by  which  both  parties  had  abandoned  all  discriminating  duties  upon 
each  other’s  shipping  and  tonnage.  The  discriminating  principle  had  how¬ 
ever  been  resumed  by  the  Netherlands  in  an  indirect  manner,  by  a  bounty 
of  10  per  cent,  in  the  shape  of  a  return  to  their  national  vessels.  ^  The  Pre¬ 
sident  leaves  it  .to  Congress  to  decide  whether  a  retaliatory  TOlicy  should 
be  adopted  by  the  renewal  of  discriminating  duties  against  the  Netherlands. 

Commercial  treaties  have  been  ratified  with  Denmark,  and  with  the 
Confederation  of  Central  America,  upon  the  principles  of  equality  and  re* 
ciprocity  in  their  broadest  and  most  liberal  extent.  Sweden  has  expressed 
a  desire  to  continue  to  act  upon  the  provisions  of  the  commercial  treaty 
just  expired. 

The  President  regrets  that  he  cannot  speak  of  a  friendly  intercourse  with 
the  Colonial  Possessions  of  Great  Britain.  Negociatkms  on  tbe  subject 
have  been  going  on  for  years ;  **  and  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  have 
been  invariably  pursued  in  a  spirit  of  candour  and  conciliation.**  Great 
Britain  had  acted  upon  a  principle  heretofore  practised  by  the  colonising 
nations  of  Europe — that  of  keeping  a  monopoly  of  the  trade  with  them. 
At  the  peace  of  1815  she  refused  to  include,  the  intercourse  with  her  colo¬ 
nies  in  the  Convention,  and  shut  out  all  but  British  vessels  from  their  ports. 
In  1821,  however,  the  British  Parliament  passed  an  Act  to  open  ^certain 
colonial  ports  to  the  ves-sels,  and  to  particular  produce,  of  the  United  States, 
burthened  with  heavy  duties.  The  United  States  opened  their  ports  to 
British  vessels  from  the  colonies  upon  corresponding  terms ;  and  a  negoeia- 
tion  was  commenced  in  the  hope  of  a  further  accommodafion,  the  Govern- 
of  the  United  States  determining  to  sacrifice  something  of  the  entire 
reciprocity  to  which  they  were  strictly  entitled.  In  July  1825,  while  the 
negociation  was  pending,  “  an  Act  oi  Parliament,  so  doubtful  and  ambigu¬ 
ous  in  its  import  as  to  have  been  roisundersto<^  by  the  officers  in  the 
Colonies  who  were  to  carry  it  into  execution,  opens  again  certain 
Colonial  {>orts  upon  new  conditions  and  terms,  with  a  threat  to  close 
them  against  any  Nation  which  may  not  accept  those  terms  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  British  Government.** — Although  not  officially  communicated 
of  the  United  States,  this  Act  was  submitted  to  Congress, 
who  however  preferred  to  await  the  result  of  the  negociations,  rather  than 
sub^ribe  to  ill-understood  terms.  An  envoy  extraordinary  was  despatched 
to  Great  Britain,  to  bring  this  affair  to  a  conclusion  j  but  before  he  could 
deliver  his  credentials,  “  he  was  met  by  an  Order  of  the  British  Council, 
excluding,  from  the  first  of  December  now  current,  the  vessels  of  the 
United  States  from  aH  the  Colonial  British  ports,  excepting  those  inmie- 
lately  bordering  upon  our  territories.  In  answer  to  nis  expostulations

the  threat  of  a  quarrel.  Mr  Canning,  therefore,  who  spoke  for  England 
nkme,  in  using  some  of  the  expreseions  which  have  given  offence  even  to 
his  friends  in  this  country,  must  henceforwsrd  recollect  that,  in  speaking 
in  the  British  Parliament  on  general  politics,  he  is  speaking  to  all  Europe ; 
•that  not  an  expression  escapes  him,  even  in  the  heat  of  debate,  or  for  the 
•purpoaeof  personal  justification,  which  is  not  weighed  and  commented 
upon,  as  if  it  composed  part  of  an  official  document.— M.  de  Villele,  I 
have  been  told  by  a  gentleman  who  heard  the  whole  of  the  three  days* 
debate, did  not  utter  a  word  that  indicated  a  desire  of  retaliation,  or  that 
had  any  tendency  to  excite  suspicion  in  the  English  Government  of  his 
cordial  co-operalion  for  the  eommon  interest  of  preserving  the  peace. 
In  the  teeond  place,  the  late  debate  shows  the  spirit  and  principles  of  a 
jMrty  in  France  which  may  ultimately  be  dangerous  to  the  peace  of 
korope.  This  parly  Is  not  at  present  very  powerful,  but  it  is  extremely 
Mtive,  and,  ofinapplly,  has  a  greater  bold  on  the  conscience  of  certain 
personages  than  is  generally  admitted.  It  identifies  itself  with  religion, 
and  pretends  to  have  an  exclusive  claim  to  religious  principles;  it  iden- 
tiie*  itself  with  royalty,  and  would  sanction  rebellion  in  the  name  of  the 
crown.  To  attain  its  temporal  objects,  it  would  use  ail  the  force  of 
retigioue  aaneiionst  and  to  increase  its  religious  influence,  it  would 
employ  the  most  profligate  intrigues  of  temporal  ambition.  A  certain 
great  personage  is  so  much,  in  some  instances,  under  the  direction  of  this 
party,  that  he  could  scarcely  be  prevented  from  walking  barefoot  in  a 
prowasion  a  few  months  ago  ;  ana  is  ofien  heard  to  say,  when  particular 
measures  are  objected  to,  **  1  must  act  so ;  I  must  secure  ray  salvation 
before  ecerything  tlae.**  Suppoae  the  late  Duke  of  Montmorency  were 
•nw  alive,  aad  Prime  Minister,  would  politics  remain  as  they  are  under 
eoeh  a  Monarch  1— The  last  observation  with  which  1  trouble  you,  is  on 
tha  danger  which  may  arise  from  the  publication  of  the  ultra  opinions 
lately  created  in  the  two  Chambers  on  the  stale  of  parties  in  the  Penin> 
sola.  The  rebellion  of  Chaves  and  of  the  Portuguese  insurgents  has  not 
oaly  been  defended,  but  highly  eulogized,  by  the  .recognized  organs  of 
a  considerable  party  in  the  French  chaml^ra  and  nation.

1  hat  a  contemptible  forty-eJulliog  freehold  iiu 
England,  and  a  JtAeer  falsehood  written  ou  a  piece  of  stamped  paper  itii 
Scotland,  and  the  rotten  corporations  of  botli^cotiDtries,  with  a  few  excep-, 
tions,  should  alone  give  the  right  to  return  mornbers  to  Parliament,  ’is  abeo-» 
lutely  shameful  in  the  present  state  of  sojitty,  and  makes  it  no  w^i 
wouderhil  that  a  weighty  portion  of  that  assembly  should  have  no.supeciori 
claims  to  political  wisdom,  nor  any  peculiar  aptitude  for  national  busineas. 
It  is  no  way  remarkable,  in  such  a  case;  that  tbe  majority  of  the  elededV 
like  that  of  tlie  electors,  should  not  see'n  great  way  lii^fore  them,  and  that 
ministers  and  the  leaders  in  Parliament  should  have  such  up  hill  work  oc« 
casiunally  in  teaching  their  brother  legislators  ]H)litical  truths.  Indeedi 
such  a  task  seems  impossible,  and  hence  the  root* of  the  disease  that  preyn 
dh  the  vitals  of  the  nation,  and  that  seems  everymow  and  then  to  paralyze 
the  efforts  of  administration,  no  matter  how  sOuAd  may  be  their  views,  or 
patriotic  their  intentions.  Were  the  various  and  apparently-conflicting 
interests  of  the  country  represented  in  the  national  councils  with  a  dud 
regard  to  equity,  the  clashing  elements  wouldi  be  amalgamated  in  tiM 
melting  pot  of  discussion.  Were  tiie  wealth  and  poverty',  the  indolSnotf 
and  industry,  intelligence  and  fully  known,  or  the  Country  at  it  'really  if 
duly  represented  in  Parliament,  there  need  not  be  any  fe^,surel3r,  for  thq 
result,  while  knowledge  b  progressive,  and  while  mankind  are  invariablr 
led  by  those  among  them  who  are  superior  in  wealth  or  wisdom.  Mt 
Cobbett  'and  Mr  Gooch,  Sir  Thomas  Lethbridge  and  Mr  Hunt,  might 
probably  make  their  appeirance  in  a  reformed  Parliament.  Their  debut^ 
however,  would  not  long  precede  their  earfr—- ilie  stultiloqueoce  of  the 
agricultural  couple,  and  the  shifting  violence  pf  the  demagogues,  would 
send  the  one  party  into  private  life,  and  the  other,  it  is  likely,  to  *  herd  the 
buckskin  kye  in  Virginia/  or  in  Van  Dieman’t  f.<and.

The  late 
who  never,  ac^rding  to  Lord  VValdegrave,  even  in  youth,  poateiMd 
openness  of  disposition,  but  who  understood  King-craft  better,  perhaps, 
than  any  sovereign  of  Itis  day,  knew  welt  the  imporlniK^  of  appearance^ 
and  he  was  cunning  enough  to  perceive,  that  a  man  possessed  of  less 
than  the  hundredth  part  of  Paley’s  taleiUf  and  acquirements,  but  who,  in 
return,  possessed  sufficient  coitiinand  ovel*  himself  to  be  able  to  prevent 
the  mass  of  mankind  from  seeing  that'  he  t^as  i;pt  always  in  full  earnest, 
was  much  better  qualified  for  Episcopacy.  “  I  cannot  afford  to  keep  m 
conscience,**  is  a  well  known  saying  of  Paley.  It  might  useful  fof 
Paley,  as  a  Cliurchman,  to  act  on  this  principle ;  but  it  would  have  been 
still  more  useful  to  him  to  conceal  thd  principle  on  whieti  hb  iCtecL 
The  world  is  much  influenced  by  words,  and  therefdra  the  man ‘who 
possesses  a  cominatid  over  his  conscience,  but  cannot  commatid'lns  ^fdf. 
is  not  well  fitted  for  a  situation  in  which  one  grand  qualifieatiDn  ii,  the 
ability  to  produce  an  imjrasfn^  e fleet  on  the  niuliittfde.  than  kne# 
these  things  better  than  ifie  late  King.  Our  Judges  owe  not* a  little  of 
the  revert  nee  which  iapaid  to  tliam,  to  the  command  of  countenance  anti 
language  which  they  possess,  aud  their  success  aflorden  strong  proof*of 
the  truth  of  what  we  have  advanced.  To  take,  as  an  Insiaaoe,  the  e<f» 
mirable  manner  in  which,  they  express  their  astooislnnent,  when  no  pro* 
secutor  appears,  in  such  cases  aoa  late  one  at  a  Midland  Circuit,  where  • 
Baronet  bad  fired  at  a'Ciergyifian>;  or  on«  nearer  the  Metropolis,  wher* 
the  son  of  a.Pser.was  killed  by  a.oocnrada  at  A  great  sohool*  Onq  would 
have  supposed,  from  the  expression  of  surprise  on  the  countenanoe  of  thO 
exalted  personages  in  question,  and  their  language,  that  ihote'  was  soino| 
thing  quite  miraculous  in  the  absence  of  prmecuiors, something  not  to  b4 
accounted  for  by  human  ineens.  But  though  one  or  two  persons  who 
ivere  in  the  secret  might  smile,  and  the  Icm  mannerly  might  even  thrust 
their  longues  into  their  cheeks,  the  pruper  effect  was  producvd  on  fho 
mnliitude ;  and  a  King  can  never  l>e  indifferent  to  whatever  producae  ao 
effect  on  the  multitude.  Hence  ingenious  men  like  Paley,  though  ihog 
have  their  use  in  teaching  youth  how  to  accommodate  themselves  to  oir* 
cuiiiKtances,  aud  preventing  that  family  distress  which  is  occasioned  by 
a  refutiul  to  subscribe  articles,  though  the  consequence  may  be  the  lo*o 
of  a  rich  living,  are,  at  the  same  time,  dangerous  to  social  order  from  tlio 
tiabits  of  irreverence  which  they  produce.— AfurNiu^  CMrmicle,

Hurp.icakr  at  Teneripfe. — This  island  was  visited  by  a  tremendous 
hurricane  on  the  7th  and  8th  of  last  November.  A  letter  from  Santa  Cruz, 
dated  Noy.  12th,  says,  **  buildings,  vineyards,  orchards,  and  other  valuable 
property,  to  a  large  amount,  have  been  utterly  destroyed  ;  whole  villi^es 
have  been  swept  into  the  sea  by  the  irresistible  violence  of  the  flood  gushing 
down  the  mountains ;  to  which  1  am  sorry  to  add,  that  many,  many  lives 
have  been  lost,  and  that  thousands  of  our  fellow-creatures,  naked,  without 
shelter,  and  half-starving,  are  roving  about  the  ruins  of  the  miserable  hab¬ 
itations  they  once  called  their  own, —  an  afliecting  sight  indeed,  wluch 
claims  the  whole  sympathy  of  every  breast  open  to  the  feelings  of  humanity, 
and  cannot  but  excite  the  wish  to  allay  the  distress  of  the  poor  unfortunate 
sutferers,’*— Another  letter,  dated  from  Orotava,  the  15th  of  November, 
says,  the  hurricane  continued  with  little  intermission  until  the  afternoon 
of' the  10th  inst.  when  it  subsided,  after  haviug,  in  this  short  space  of. time, 

I  effected  changes  which  defy  all  description.  The  principal  points  where 
the  clouds  discharge  themselves,  were  in  this  valley  fOrotava)  Laguna, 
and  the  vicinity  of  Candelaria,  and  also  in  the  island  of  Canary,  but  par¬ 
ticularly  in  this  part  of  the  island.  Hundreds  of  habitations  have  Men 
swept  away,  and  hundreds  of  unfortunate  beings  have  perished.  To  add 
to  the  misery  at  this  place,  a  large  French  ship,  La  belle  GabrielUf  which, 
it  appears,  had  lost  her  reckoning,  came  on  the  rocks  oflf  the  centre  of  this 
town.  Out  of  21  persons,  only  three  of  the  crew  escaped,  'fhe'road  by; 
San  Antonio  is  converted  into  an  immense  ravirie.  The  Barranro  at  the 
Dabesa  is  nearly  filled  up,  and  forms  a  smooth  road  over  sand,  to  San 
Felipe.  The  fields  and  garden  grounds  at  Martianez  are  become  an  im<^ 
mense  playa  (sea  beach)  ;  the  walks,  fort,  houses,  everything,  in  shott,  haa 
disappeared.  The  beach  in  this  and  many  other  directions  has  enccoached 
upon  the  sea  .some  hundreds  of  yards  :  the  foot  of  San  Felipe,  for  Instance,' 
is  now  at  least  150  yards  from  the  sea;'  the  rugged  rooks  that  surrounded 
it  are  covered  whh  caVth  and  sand,  and  form  a  smooth  beach. — We  will 
net  attempt  to  describe  the  afflicting  serenes  of  distress  that  surround  us,* 
in'every  varied  shape  of  suffering,  heightened  by  the  inclemency  of  thd 
season.
